Re: Citizen's Forum

The Mavor opened the meeting to those citizens who wished to address the
Mayor and Couwncil:

1. Reverend Kaseman, United Church Ministries. Rev. Kaseman thanked the
Council for the opportunity to participate im the forum held last week on human
needs, He has returned, at the regquest of the Council, with his assistant Adrianne
Carr, Richard Anderson, Helayne Baker, and Daryl, a former resident

of the shelter. Theyv are bere Lo answer the Mavyoer and Council's guestions.
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Mr. Anderson addressed the Council and informed them of the history ef
the Shelrer and of the nesd In this ares for a Shelter. He said in the last
two vears over 500 requests have been made for emergency shelter but unfortunately
only balf of them could be provided for. A large number of requests come from
evictions. I seems a growing mumber of people are coming iv from surrounding
areas and other states ipn hopes of finding a job. He is also seelng & number
of people coming in due to family conflicts. The Gaithersburg Shelter opened
two vears ago. They would like to come to Rockville because 6f the good location,
it is very accessable to public transportation and jobs. Mr. Anderson
also emphasized that the Shelter provides counseling and puidsnce, noet just a
roof over head. He sxplained the process when a person comes to the Shelter
and how they are interviewed and assked to form a plan of action. They are asked
ro leave if they do not follow thelr course of action.

To date, the shelter has been able to establish a network of contacts.
It is presently renting a four bedroom house in the Twinbrook ares which dis
filled most of the time because of its limited facilitigs.

Daryl, & former vesideni of the Shelter, sddressed the %&y&r
and Council and told of his experience with them. He told of how the shelter
helped himand his family get back on their feet. He iz now relocated and is
living back in the Twinbrook arsa. |

My, Anderson said he would like to present tothe Mavor and Council a
proposal asking for funding to assist in the purchase of a larger facility,
an elght bedroom house close to transportation off of Route 28. It is for
sale now and has all the characteristics that the Shelter is locking for. It
iz at a bargin price. The Shelter is asking help from Rockville, Montgomery
County and funds from the community, individuals and other groups. It needs to
vaise 8116,400. He is asking for s $42,000 grant from the City to put toward
the purchase of the house and towards the salary of a full-time resident director.
If the Mayor and Council agree to provide $50,000 in a grant at a low interest
ioan, the Shelter will raise the rest of the woney on its own or from a loan.
He asked that the Mavor and Councdl aim to raise the Shelter's funds in order
to increase the Shelter’s ability to serve more reguests and have the director
bacome full Time.

Mavor Freeland said he appreciates the information presented tonight and

the propesal will need to be locked at in detail. He asked that it be lefp with
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the City Manager and he will get back to t he Council with a report. He mentioned
that the mid-vear review is coming up and that will be a g&@é rime to do some~
thing. Councilman Tyner asked if this new 8 bedroom house is in the West End.
My, Anderson said 1t is near 270 and Rr. 28. Councilman Tyner asked if the
Twinbrook house will remain open. Mr. Anderson sald it will clese. Councilwoman
Hovsepian mentiomed that she sat in on a meeting with Helaype. It would be nice
o have two or three such housss in the City but it Is mot affordable to
have staff at that many locations and that is the veason for consolidating into
one house, .

2. Howard Silberstein, 2008 Dundes Road., Mr. Silberstedn asked that the
Mavor and Council look at using funds from the Emergency Assistance Program. He
doss not think there is any provision in the contract frow providing thewm with
funds. Councilman Tyner said the contract with the United Community Ministries
specifies for sesmall, emergency type loans,

Mayoy Freeland sald all aspects will be loocked at.

The Mavor and Council welcomed the Board of Appeals. Mr. Avkin, Chairman
of the Board, introduced the members: Mr. Peter Hartogensis, Mrs. Kaven Lechter
and Mr. Patrick Woodward. Mr. Arkin asked the Mayor and Council for clarification
on Mr. Woodward's appointment. The Board members were under the impression that
he was to £1ll the vacancy created by Terry Donaldson which would be a full voting
member, but there seems to be some confusion as to this. Mayor ¥Freeland asked
that the Cilty Clerk come back with clsrificarion on this matter.

(At this time, Councilman Abrams returned to the meeting.)

Mr. Arkin reported that the Board of Appeals has reviewed 26 applications

Mr. Arkim noted problems that the Bosrd bas cowe across slnce last year.
One that was dealy with just this past weekend is the use of solar energy. He
asked thar some consideration be given to people wanting to use solar energy
gince it 1z a wpational policy to conserve energy. He suggested that the Energy
Commission look into this possibility. He also asked that the placement of
antennas be looked at and reviewed now that cable, HBO, =tc., is becowing popular
in the City. Mr. Avkin reiterated the Board's previous request of changing the

sign poestlong requirement for property that abuts a road that is oot yat used as
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a thru road. This request was made last year, but no action has been taken.

It has been brought to the Boards attention that there is a possibility of thelr
handling landlord/tenant cases and they would iike the opportunity to discuss this
idea. Mr. Arkin asked the Mayor and Council for belp on clarifying the Board's
jurisdiction over signs. It has pending before them now a Variance requasting

a second sign. The Board has listened to oral arguments and has reviewad

briefs from the City Attormey's office and the Applicant’s attorneys, but the
Board is not sure of thelr authority. And lastly, Mr. Arkin suggested that

a booklet be prepared explaining the duties and respoosibilitdies of the Board., ¥t
could be distributed to the citizens because there are many citizeos who do not
know the duties of the Board and the steps ilovelved in the granting of a variance.

Mayvor Freeland asked who on the staff Mr. Arkio falt would be appropriate
to handle such z booklet. Mr. Arkin suggested that Mrs. Patterson and the Board
work together. Mayor Freeland asked that the Board get together and come up with
some ideas. Mr. Arkin suggested more articles in the Newsletter and noted that
+he Board's actions are now beling reported in the CGalthersburg Gazette.

Mr. Peter Hartogensis addressed the Council and sald there is definitely a
need inthe City for changes in the sign reguivemente and there ought 1o be provision
for review of cases. He asked that the Mayoer and Council not defer this item too
much longer.

My, Parrick Woodward said he looks forward to working on the Beard and
thanked the Council for his appolniment.

Mrs, Karen Lechter commended the staff who but in very hard and long
hours and who are very dedicated.. She informed the Mayor and Council that at
rheir next meeting they will take action on a variance pending for an addirional
sign. If the Mayor snd Council give them no iaﬁ&xgre%aﬁimm‘&z infornm them of
their syrisdiction in this matter, the Board will have to vote oun thelr
irterpretation of the law.

Mavor Freeland told the Board that addressing the sign ordinance is on
the Mayor and Council’s priority list of things to dn, They plan on acting
on the sign ordinance in January 1984. He said the Mayor and Council recognize
the understood policy and do not plan to act on any Lype of waivers on signs.
He asked that the Board bear with the Mayor and Council for they will be looking
4t the issue. Mr. Arkin said he hopes the compreheusive report will take care

of the Bozrd's request for he feels this particular avea is an area of greal
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urgency., The Beard, if mot directed, will have to make an independent judgment
as they personally understand it and they would not like fo see different bodies
of the City in disagreement, He feels it would be in the best interest of the
City if a resclution could be worked out and he would be glad to halp with
the language. Mayor Freeland said be wants to have the benefit of all Boards
and Commissions participating on this particular fssue. He asked the Board to
wait and get together with the City Actorney and staff so as to come Lo some
sort of agreement. -The Mayor and Council will start building a policy and
machanisms. He doeg not want to change the charter or guthority. He promised
rhat there will be an answer for the Board. Mr. Arkin said the Board will
nelp implement a plan on this issue. Councilman Tyner said it iz the purview
of the Flamning Commission to issue signs and mot for the Loard
of Appeals. He does agree that there is a need for a working document.
Councilman Duncan asked Mr. Arkin if he is receptive to the Board’s
handling landlord/tenant affairs. My, Arkin explained that the County has a
staff to investigate cowmpldints and that the City has no staff. Councilman
Duncan stated that staff would be worked out and again asked 1f they would be
willing to handle it. Mr. Arkin said the Board has taken no position and would
he receptive to discussing this. Councilwoman Hovsepilan asked 1f the Council
i willing to direct the solar energy question to the Energy Commission. Mayor
Freeland said ves and that 1t bas been discussed but get something wore definitive.
Mayor Freeland thanked the Board of Appeal members for thelr report and
said rhat the Council plans to spend pime working out the sign ordinsnce problem.

Tt is recommended that this equipment be acquired from Hewlett~Packard and
financed By a tax exempt lease-purchase agreement.

The budget for this equipment is wirhin the 5-year projections approved
by the Mayor and Council in August 1981. The differences between thig acguisi-

rion and the S-vear projection are as follows:

¥ive fewer rerminals are proposed then originally anticipated for the first
rwo years., We are not ordering terminals until they are actually peeded for
specific applications. Punds for this acquisition were included in the FY 1983
pperating budget.

The prices offered for this equipment are the prices contained in Hewlett-
Packard’s contract with the University of Marviand, Contract No. G4 842,

These prices are offered to all state and local goveroments in Maryland and
represent a 23 percent discount from 1list prices. Staff has confirmed, by
independent checking, that lower prices for this equipment are not avallable.

Printers gre not ilncluded in this recommendation becsause 1t 18 not necessary
to buy Hewlett-Packard printers. High quality printers can be obtained from
several manufacturers. A rvequest for bids for letterquality prioters to be
used with the terminsl/word processiog uwnits will be issued soon.

A separate reguest for bids will be issued to obtain tax exempt municipal
lease Financing for the terminals and for the upcoming order for pripters.

Under this methed of financing, the interest income on rhe legse i tax
exempt to the lessor, allowing a lower interest vate and lower lease cost.
The €itv's existing computer equipment is financed ds this manner.

Tr iz recommended that an award be made teo Hewlett-Packard for 543,832,132
for computer terminals and associated egquipment under University of Maryland
Contract CA 6§42, It 4is also recommended that a sepavate veguest for bids be
suthorized for fipancing for these terminals and for the upcoming order for
printers,

{(Councilman Abrams veturned to the meeting.)

¥r. Blick explained that this contract is a follow up to the work session
held a few weeks ago. He explaioed bow stafl uses the computer systen and
how 1t enables staff fo stay at thely desk. Tt has come to his atien—
tion that the City Clerk's office is in need of one. The Council agreed to
this, therefore the figures were changed from & to 7 units purchased, making

the total price for item pumber 4 $25,735.37 and the grand total of the
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contract - $47,528.83. The Actual and Proposed Acquisition chart for Yesr 1
and 2 is also changed to 12 and 8 respectively.

Councilwoman Hovseplan sald she sees no other chboice than to go with the
gtaff’s vecosmendations Jouncilwoman Hovesepian moved, duly seconded, that the
contrack for the purchase of cowpuber terminals and assocciated equipment under
the University of Maryland Bid C& 542 be awarded to Hewlett~Packard in the
wmount of $47,32B. 83,

Councilman Tyner asked the Director of Finance 1f these were strictly
CRTs or word processors and bow many printers will be needed. Mr. Lawton
gaid thease ave strictly CRTs with word processing cspabilities and that
the City will be purchasing seven small letter-quality printers for the
word processing. These printers will be obialned under a separabs ragquest
hecause 1t takes less time to get the printers. Councilman Duncan asked
if orher teyminals were compatible with the Hewlett/Packard svstem. Mr., Lewton said
there is only one other system that would fit the present system snd that
is more expensive than the Hewlett-Packard. Councilman Duncan asked if
a pricter was needed for each word processor. Mr. Lawton said ves.

Couwncilman Typer sald he would like avother update on the Hewlett-Packard
System and would like to see the costs tracked,

{Councilman Abrams left the meeting.}

Mr. Lawbtem said with the approval of this contract, staff will return
wi;% the hid on the lease package, He will slszo present an arsonomicsal
update on the svstem. He explained to the Council the financial savings of
this lease package and answered the Council’s questions.

They were told that they would be advised to obtain a
Special Exception from the Board of Appeals on the basls that the Soclety is
an eleemosynary or philanthropic institutien. This would allow the Society
to continue a variety of fund raising events, which they do now, as well as
the Christmas Shop in full compliance with the Zoning and Planning Crdinance.

Mavor Freeland apolopized to the stafl for deferving this action.
Mr. Davis, Director of Planning, briefed the Council on staff’s work on the
sign ordinance to date and hopes that a clear set of imstructions will be
issued to the stalf ronight. He told the Mayor and Council that there are
4 options available - Option 1 Bo Nothing; Uptlon 2 Patch-Up existing Ordinance;
Option 3 Systematically approach the ordinance on a zoning category; and
Uption 4 Develop a totally new ordinansce. Mr. Davis suggested that the
Mayor and Council consider cowmbining Option 3 and 4. 7The new ordinance could

be divided up betwsen seversl interest groups such as the Ecominics of Amenities,
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ﬁaig&%a@&a@é groups, Chanbey of Uowmerce, 1270 employers, ste. They could
concentrate on those sectlons most closely relsred to them. Mr. Larry Dwens
Chief Planner, presented a report with the belp of sildes to show the Havor

and Ceuncil problems wnow existing dn Roockville., He told of the lack of
awarensse of the sign code in the Clty, the many 1llegal aigne and the
diffieaulry of enforcement, the lack of an appeals process, portable signs,
electronic nessage signs, sdoinistravive process, historic distrier ares, |

gas price signs, neighborhood shopping center signs, fres standing ddentification
signs in the O~2 sone, genervsl industrial use, Lamporvary real estste signs,
directional zigns, grend opening signs, window sipns, ete. He nobed that thess
problems were identifisd two vesvs ago and rather than taks  plecemsal appli-
cabions, the staff has prepared the proposed draft of the sign ovdinapce. It

is rveady for public heaving but has pob had any public veview, just the Planning

Commiesion’s. Mr. Owens then proveeded to hi teht significant changes in

the proposed ordipance - more attention o the definirions, prohiblited eligns
Listed, sigans that ave exempied, nop-permii signs, measurement of helght and
site amd issuwence of sign permit prior to issuance of eccupancy permit,

Mr. Owdns brilefly f@§ar£%&éan what has been done or taken place din respect

to the sign orvdinance: amended the free standing reguirement im the -1 Zone,
amended the Munieipal Infractions portion of the Zoning Opdinance, and
adopted the polirical sign vegulatlions so as to confors with the County and
the City of Gaithersburg. Mr. Davis sdded that staff has done alot of work.
Councilwoman Hovsepian noted thad this has recelved siricily steff dnvolvement
and no group doput and she ggrees with splicting it up and giviog it to
separate interaction groups.
